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NIXON MAKES ALL-OUT DRIVE 


Seems Stalemated 
Washington (#) — Although many 


senators were listed as undecided on 
the eve of the vote, it appeared Tues- 
day that an all-out drive by President 
Nixon had checkmated a move to halve 
U.S. troop strength in Europe. 


An Associated Press survey showed 


only 36 senators publicly in favor of 
the amendment by majority leader 
Mike Mansfield, D-Mont. Forty-two 
were opposed and 22 said they were 
undecided. But strategists on both sides 
predicted defeat for the amendment 
in the Wednesday showdown. 


The situation is c o m p l i c a t e d , 


however, by a series of alternative 
proposals due to be voted on first. 


Mansfield said he sees fairly good 


prospects for his amendment, offered 
to pending legislation to extend the 
draft. 


But he asserted that, whatever the 


outcome, the issue of the 300,000-man 
U.S. force in Europe "will not retreat 
into the shadows." 


Byrd Sees 'Overkill' 


Mansfield's deputy, Sen. Robert C. 


Byrd of West Virginia, said "it has 
tightened up considerably" and added 
"I think that the administration could 
provide enough overkill to cause Mr. 
Mansifeld's amendment to carry." 


There was considerable feeling in 


the Capitol's cloakrooms and corridors 
that neither the Mansfield amendment 
nor the substitute proposals had suffi- 
cient strength to be adopted. 


The author of one> of the sbustitutes, 


Sen. Charles McC. Mathias, R-Md., 
said in an interview, "There are a 
lot of people who want to be for 
something. It's a very iffy 
thing 


because people haven't settled down 
yet." 


The reason the substitute proposals 


face a hard time is that they are 
likely to be opposed by hard-line 
backers of Mansfield and hard-line 
supporters of the White House, both 
of whom have ruled out compromise. 


The first vote Wednesday is due on 


a proposal by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis., to amend the Mansfield mea- 
sure so troop cuts would be stretched 
out through 1974 and would be contin- 
gent on NATO-Warsaw Pack talks get- 
ting started this year. If no agreement 
were reached in those talks by June 
1973, the U.S. troop level would have 
to drop to 200,000 that month and 
150,000 the next year. 


If it fails, the next vote would come 


on a proposal by Sen. Birch E. Bayh. 


The Indiana Democrat would set up 


U.S. talks with its European allies for 
them to assume a greater share of 
the continent's defense burden and 
provide a gradual reduction, in the 
absence of an agreement, to 225,000 
by June 30, 1972, and 150,000 by the 
end of 1972. 


Percy's Would Be Next 


Next would be a proposal by Sen. 


Charles Percy, R-I1L, that the Western 
European nations be given a year to 
come up with a way of assuming the 
$1.8-billion balance-of-payments deficit 
the United States suffers annually 
because of its troops in Europe. It 
adds that, if they fail to do so, in 
the year starting July 1, 1972, "the 
President shall take whatever action 
is necessary" to end that deficit. 


This would be followed by the 


substitute proposal urged by Mathias, 
and Sens. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., and 
Adlai E. Stevenson HI, D-Hl, urging 
U.S. negotiations with the Communist 
bloc and with U.S. allies on possible 
troop cuts and calling for reports Sept. 
15 and every six months thereafter. 


Sen. Peter Dominick, R-Colo., also 


has a substitute. It states that U.S. 
troops in Europe should be reduced 
but leaves complete freedom to the 
administration. 


At any stage, a move could be of- 


fered to table, and thus kill, any of 
the substitutes or the M a n s f i e l d 
amendment itself. 


Law Is Signed Ordering 
End To Railroad Strike 


Washington (#) — President Nixon 


signed an emergency law Tuesday 
night ordering an end to a two-day 
nationwide railroad strike that strand- 
ed trainloads of commuters and cargo 
and was beginning to cripple much 
of American industry. 


Nixon 
acted 
within 
hours 
after 


Congress sent him the hastily enacted 
measure giving 13,000 striking railroad 
signalmen a 13.5% wage hike and 
ordering a halt to the walkout at least 
until Oct. 1. 


C. J. Chamberlain, president of the 


striking 
AFL-CIO 
Brotherhood 
of 


Railroad 
Signalmen, said "We are 


directing our members to remove their 
picket lines from each railroad and 
return to their regular assignments at 
once. We regret that Congress has once 
again felt it necessary to intervene 
in a r a i l r o a d labor-management 
dispute. However, we will abide by 
the law." 


Employes Called Back 


Labor Secretary Jarnes D. Hodgson 


said earlier the strikers and 500,000 
other rail workers respecting their 
picket lines could be back on the job 
by Wednesday morning. And across 
the nation, railroads began calling their 
employes back to work. 


The retroactive wage hike covers the 


16 months the signalmen have been 
without a new wage agreement during 
protracted 
negotiations 
under the 


Railway Labor Act. 


"We would hope by tomorrow morn- 


ing to see the initiation of some 
service," Hodgson said at a White 
House briefing after Nixon signed the 
measure. The labor secretary said it 
probably would take 24 hours to restore 
full service across the nation. 


Nixon, in a statement, made a strong 


pitch for Congress to enact his proposal 
for permanent legislation to deal with 
emergency strikes in rail and other 
transportation industries. 


His proposed permanent legislation 


would abolish the 45-year-old Railway 
Labor Act and bring rail and airline 
disputes under Taft-Hartley Law pro- 
cedures covering most other industries. 
It also would give the President three 
new options to deal with emergency 
transportation strikes. 


He could extend for 30 days the 


80-day Taft-Hartley cooling-off injunc- 
tion, set up a panel to determine 
whether selective strikes were feasible, 
or name a neutral party to choose 
either a union's or management's last 
offer as a binding settlement.

coast.

17%, and the House took the. Senate's 
Oct. 1 date in place of its July 20 
proposal to save further delay over 
a legislative compromise.

Moscow — Premier Aleksei N. 


Kosygin said Tuesday that the 
Soviet

powers "display real readiness 
to take practical steps in this 
direction." 


In a Kremlin speech given at 


a luncheon in honor of the visi- 
ting Canadian Prime Minister 
Pierre Elliot Trudeau, Kosygin 
alluded to the stepped up in- 
terest in the United States on the 
question, and said "much atten- 
tion is paid today to the problem 
of

and 
arms reduc- 


tions." 


Kosygin continued: "In cer- 


in c o u n t r i e s , animated dis 
cussions are going on on this 
score." 


He said the Soviet position in 


favor of such talks, remains the 


same as was stated last Friday 
by Leonid I. Brezhnev, the party 
leader, whose remarks have

The United States administra- 
tion is seeking to block an effort 
by Senate majority leader Mike

Genetic Code Is Basis 


The basis is the understanding now of the 


genetic code of life, the mechanism by which 
genes dictate the fate of a cell. Genes are 
contained in DNA or deoxyribonucleis acids. 


While every cell contains all the informatioi 


any other cell does, only certain sets of its 
genes are turned on. Depending upon the kinc 
of cell, only 1 to 10% of genes are ever active. 


Now it has been learned that what turns 


genes off, or keeps them turned off a re 
chemical entities known as histones. Histones 
"sit" on a gene, preventing it from becomin; 
active. 


But histones cannot "read" the genetic 


code, Dr. 
Bonner continues. The agents 


responsible for this are molecules known as 
chromosomal RNA, which also occur naturally 
within cells. The C-RNA interacts with anc 
binds to the genes which are not to be repress- 
ed. Histones cannot come along and bind to 
those genes. 


Chromosomal RNA now can be taken from 


one organ and mixed with cells of another 
organ, and it will bind to the genes in the 
second organ just as it did in the cells of 
the first. So it can be used to turn on the 
genes in the second. 


Ways To Choose Predicted 


Ultimately, says Dr. Bonner, ways should 


be found to separate out the various sequences 
of chromosomal RNA, to choose the ones you 
wish, and then to introduce them into cells 
to switch on the genes you wish to make 
go to work. This might be done to turn glial 
brian ceils into neurons. 


Dr. Bonner cannot offer any timetable for 


such a control. Neither can other scientists 
working on the chemical or molecular basis 
of human memory, or ways to extend lifespan, 
or to learn where a thought comes from. 


There's probably time to debate how such 


controls can be used wisely and safely, unless 
the discoveries are rather accidental — as 
might occur when chemicals might be found 
to have effects, rather than developing systems 
from first understanding mechanisms of the 
brain.

If and when one knows precisely what the 
chemical "switches” are that tu rn genes on 
or off, then it cou ld become possible to tell 
glial cells to stop being themselv es, and to 
become neu rons instead. And, may be, y ou cou ld 
switch glial cells into nerv e cells at the rate 
of 100.000 a day , thu s replacing the loss of 
neu rons. 
New Memo ry Sto rage 
The replacement neu rons wou ld be capable 
of storing u p new memories and carry ing ou t 
other activ ities. While old neu rons wou ld keep 
dy ing ou t, some knowledge and memories might 
fade with them. Bu t, Dr. Bonner remarks, 
is these times of rapid changes, mu ch of the 
information we’re carry ing arou nd within ou r 
heads is obsolete any how. 
Dr. Bo nner is quite serio us abo ut the 
po ssibility o f this kind o f brain cell co ntro l 
o r genetic engineering. 
And so are other scientists who are engaged 
in fu ndamental stu dies of why things happen 
as they do in natu re. 
Bu t many thou ghtfu l scientists and other 
citizens are becoming; concerned abou t how 
to safegu ard constru ctiv e u se of new controls 
and powers ov er hu man life. 
Bo o merang Effects 
Knowledge of the atomic nu cleu s led to 
both the A-bomb and to power stations produ c­ 
ing electricity for homes and facto ries. Man’s 
technology 
too 
often 
has 
had 
unex pected 
boomerang effects, su ch as the co ntributio n 


to smog from au tomobiles, the pollu tion of 
lakes and streams by indu stries produ cing goods 
that people welcomed. 
So 
ho w 
can so ciety 
make 
sure 
that 
kno wledge o f ho w to co ntro l the brain o r human 
inheritable traits may no t be misapplied to 
keep so me peo ple in a bo ndage o f stupidity , 
o r to create slav es and auto mato ns fo r a dic­ 
tato rial go v ernment? 
Knowledge of how to tu rn on brain cells 
might well point the way to controls to tu rn 
off brain cells to create an obedient, u n­ 
complaining popu lation of workers. 
Precise, imaginativ e and brilliant research 
ov er the last 15 to 20 y ears has opened the 
door to the kind of potential Dr. Bonner men­ 
tions. 
Genetic Co de Is Basis 
The basis is the u nderstanding now of the 
genetic code of life, the mechanism by which 
genes dictate the fate of a cell. Genes are 
contained in DNA or deox y ribonu cleis acids. 
While ev ery cell contains all the information 
any other cell does, only certain sets of its 
genes are tu rned on. Depending u pon the kind 
of cell, only 1 to 10% of genes are ev er activ e. 
No w it has been learned that what turns 
genes o ff, o r keeps them turned o ff a re 
chemical entities kno wn as histo nes. Histo nes 
“ sit” o n a gene, prev enting it fro m beco ming 
activ e. 
Bu t histones cannot “read” the genetic 
code, 
Dr. 
Bonner 
continu es. 
The 
agents 
responsible for this are molecu les known as 
chromosomal RNA, which also occu r natu rally 
within cells. The C-RNA interacts with and 
binds to the genes which are not to be repress­ 
ed. Histones cannot come along and bind to 
those genes. 
Chromosomal RNA now can be taken from 
one organ and mix ed with cells of another 
organ, and it will bind to the genes in the 
second organ ju st as it did in the cells of 
the first. So it can be u sed to tu rn on the 
genes in the second. 
Way s To Cho o se Predicted 
Ultimately , say s Dr. Bonner, way s shou ld 
be fou nd to separate ou t the v ariou s sequ ences 
of chromosomal RNA, to choose the ones y ou 
wish, and then to introdu ce them into cells 
to switch on the genes y ou wish to make 
go to work. This might be done to tu rn glial 
brian cells into neu rons. 
Dr. Bo nner canno t o ffer any timetable fo r 
such a co ntro l. Neither can o ther scientists 
wo rking o n the chemical o r mo lecular basis 
o f human memo ry , o r way s to ex tend lifespan, 
o r to learn where a tho ught co mes fro m. 
There’s probably time to debate how su ch 
controls can be u sed wisely and safely , u nless 
the discov eries are rather accidental — as 
might occu r when chemicals might be fou nd 
to hav e effects, rather than dev eloping sy stems 
from first u nderstanding mechanisms of the 
brain.

su rv iv ed the Know-Nothings and 
other political psy chopaths of 
that day , and we Americans are 
resilient enou gh to su rv iv e ou r 
20th centu ry v ersion of Know- 
Nothingism.” 
The chief ju stice’s address 
opened the spring meeting of the 
Institu te, a gathering of scores 
of law professors, lawy ers and 
ju dges to consider proposals to 
reform the ju dicial sy stem.

proposals for federal revenue 
sharing are a long way from 
law!

Nebraska was presented by Dr. 
Everett Peterson, professor of 
economics, at the University of 
Nebraska, 
to 
the s t a t e 


Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service committee 
Tuesday. 


Peterson said, "There are two 


distinct types of revenue sharing 
proposed, special and general 
revenue sharing." 


"There is very Uttlc new 


money under the special revenue 
sharing proposal which would 
lump together such programs 
as the Rural Environmental 
Assistance Program (REAP), 
the federal aid programs in 
rural water and sewer systems, 
the cooperative e x t e n s i o n 
service, the forest service, the 
Great Plains conservation pro- 
gram and several other pro- 
grams into a single fund for the 
state to administer," he said. 


"There would be no require- 


ment to keep any of the pro- 
grams going except the ex- 
tension 
program 
and 
there 


would be no matching funds re- 
quired. The governor of each 
state would have great latitude 
in spending the money," he add- 
ed. 


A provision in the bill before 


the U.S. Senate would provide 
an extension service at present 
levels without the presently re- 
quired matching funds 
from 


state and county governments. 


Franking Privilege 


The extension service would 


also lose its franking privilege 
which permits free mailing of 
extension 
materials 
at 
an 


estimated cost to the state of 
$200,000. Pension funds for the 
extension employes also would 
not receive a federal contribu- 
tion under the new proposals. 


Under 
the proposals ' the 


governor of each state could 
reallocate 
funds for virtually

any purpose he chose to fund, 
Peterson explained. 


For example, the governor 


could fund a road to Gavins 
Point under the rural develop- 
ment and stop funding of the 
REAP program if be chose to do 
so without endangering federal 
funds, according to Peterson. 


The second part of revenue 


sharing program is all new 
money for the state and local 
governments under the title of 
general revenue sharing. 


A projected figure of 1.3% of 


the federal income tax receipts 
or about $5 billion would be 
divided among the 50 states on a 
"pass 
through 
percentage" 


formula derived from population 
figures and an evaluation of the 
taxing effort of the state on /• 
per capita basis. 


$38,992,312 State Share 


Under the general revenue 


proposal 
Nebraska 
w o u l d 


receive a total of $38,992,312 in 
federal money based on current 
state revenue and population 
figures. 


There would be no matching 


fund requirement nor specific 
guidelines on how the money 
should be spent. The state would 
be required to file a plan on what 
they intend to do with the 
money and an audit on what was 
done with the funds after they 
were spent, Peterson explain- 
ed. 


If a state or local government 


attempted to use the funds to 
lower local taxes they would 
r e c e i v e a correspondingly 
smaller amount of federal funds 
the following year under the 
present formula, he added. 


The plan does not allocate spe- 


cific funds for school districts 
and 
other 
subdivisions 
of 


government. 
However, 
any 


county or city could allocate 
funds for this specific purpose.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


The changing of the guard at City Hall, including three 


new faces on the City Council, reflects much more than the 
zoning complexities that confront local government. In the light 
of current public thinking, the proper word to use is planning, 
not just zoning. 


The new council members spoke of what appears to be 


a greater public appreciation today of the concepts of good 
zoning and they are right. Whether this appreciation is really 
greater today than it was a few years ago, we do not know 
but there is no doubt that it is here now. 


What the people of Lincoln have come to know, as have 


people in all parts of the United States and the world, is 
that life styles may have to change if we are to maintain 
a universe that is livable. In science and technology, we have 
plunged ahead with little concern for our environment and 
are now beginning to reap the ill winds that accompany such 
lack of concern. 


if 


In Northeast Lincoln, people now know, as they have 


suspected for a long time, that not just any industrial operation 
is acceptable. Not even the promise of hundreds of new jobs 
can make up for the pollution of the atmosphere to such 
an extent that it makes living unpleasant. 


Housewives are coming to understand that a lot of the new 


detergents are going to cost them far more than they might 
save in terms of cleanliness and convenience. The cost comes 
by way of polluted water and expensive public works to handle 
the resulting wastes. 


Kitchen garbage disposals have been a wonderful convenience 


in the home but they are leading to an infestation of rats 
in some cities and are undoubtedly compounding sewage disposal 
problems for all cities. They may even be giving home-owners 
expensive plumbing bills they never had before. 


The cost of expanded" automobile ownership has been 


dramatic in terms of pollution, the confiscation of valuable 
land and the defacement of the countryside. And the burden 
of growth itself, a highly coveted development in recent years, 
has proven to be a staggering one. 


Cities and areas that once would have sold their souls, 


almost, for a new industry- now are taking fresh stock of 
their environment and their total potential. Not just the industry 
per se has produced these secondary thoughts, but rather, 
all the consequences of growth. 


Such growth has spawned the urban sprawl which has 


plagued cities of all sizes. It has left the local government 
straining to provide the public services essential for that sprawl 
while losing the essential tax base. 


The old tax base has eroded to the point of empty buildings, 


vacant lots and row after row of dilapidated housing. And in 
the onrush of business and industry, the gap between the 
rich and the poor has been accentuated, providing social, 
economic and political problems for which no answers have 
been found. 


In concert with all this has come the disillusionment of 


many of the younger generation, eager for life but disenchanted 
with the values established by their forebearers. The challenge 
is obvious, but not easy. 


* 
The new City Council seems to recognize the challenge 


but it will find' that this is but a bginning. To begin to 
carve from the complexities of our society a community that 
offers a full measure of human dignity will demand extraordin- 
ary ability, determination and sacrifice. 


At the end of the rainbow today is not a pot of gold, 


but a unique blend of the aesthetic and material components 
that make up the world in which we live. Economic opportunity 
is a viable part of that world which means that business 
and industrial expansion will continue to be essential. 


Such expansion, however, should not be permitted at the 


sacrifice of all other considerations. It must be coordinated 
with the appropriate public service responsibilities and with 
the legitimate concerns of residential family life. 


What we are talking about today is an approach to planning 


such as has not been at all common in the past. It is an 
approach which rests heavily upon our humanity and our cre- 
ation of a culture of universal dignity and understanding.

NEW YORK — My husband 


is generous, handsome, gallant 
toward women, friendly with 
animals, and rarely does he 
kick children — even other 
people's.

gently? 


"We merely mix the drinks, 


light the fire, listen to sugges- 
tions from guest experts, chase 
the kids out of the flames, ap- 
ply the meat, sweat out the 
flan on UK awls, try to re- 
••Air who's rare and who's 


well, have our drink stolen, try 
to shoo people to the table be- 
iore the food's cold while they 
sit around talking, and then suf- 
fer insults of those who want 
it rarer or better done — 'put

for just about 10 


seconds, will you, Joe?' 


"And the worst of it are the 


people who watch over your 
shoulder, making rotten jokes 
about your technique while you 
cook. They accuse you of being 
a -ham' even 
while you're 


slaving over their dinners." 


Alter dinner, my husband 


points out with some relevance, 
the host-chef is expected to 
douse the fire, carry out the 
garbage and be friendly to 
people he has come to dislike 
intensely. 


"Looking pleasant.'' he says 


firmly, "is above and beyond 
the call of cooking. Do women 
look pleasant in the kitchen, 
when they're cooking for a 
crowd?"

The Nebraska Farm Bureau notwithstan-

between the role of mediator 
and merely helpful friend in 
court is a thin one, indeed. For

Arabia is playing the part of 
nervous negotiator. 


This may have been in- 


evitable in light of the doubtful 
status of the United Nations 
mission of Gunnar Jarring. But 
American prestige is on the 
line, and failure could be a 
blow. 
That 
threat is 
un- 


derscored when one learns here 
how very small is the advance 
toward a settlement. 


It consists, as Israeli officials 


see it, of President Anwar 
el-Sadat's expressed desire to 
seek an interim settlement of 
the conflict with the opening of 
the Suez Canal as its cen- 
terpiece. But in this view Sadat 
would make the settlement a 
conditional part of a full-scale 
peace 
agreement, 
with 
the 


Israelis committed, by opening 
of the canal and pulling their 
troops back a fixed distance 
from 
the 
east 
bank, 
to 


withdrawing to their borders 
prior to the Israeli conquests in 
the six-day war. 


That is u n a c c e p t a b l e . 


Therefore, when the men in 
power here are told that Israel 
must at this point do the giving, 
they stiffen their backs. On the 
contrary, Sadat must state ex- 
plicitly that an interim settle- 
ment is no more than that, with 
all other issues to be worked 
out in lengthy negotiation. 


To the inquiring reporter 


passing through this part of the 
world. America's predicament 
seems to be understood little, if 


at all. The belief U still strong 
that Uncle Sam, with his 
unlimited flow of dollars, can 
put the pieces together again. 


In Egypt the starry-eyed ex- 


pectation is that an interim 
settlement will bring loans and 
even grants. The line is already 
forming with applications for 
the Export-Import Bank, the 
World Bank and any other 
window where a request can be 
tossed in. If the canal is to be 
opened, the American share of 
the cost of clearing the sunken 
ships and doing the preliminary 
dredging is sure to be large. 


The actual clearing will be a 


relatively 
minor 
cost. To 


dredge the canal so the big 
super-lankers can go through is 
another matter. The bill for 
that will be hardly less than 
$500 million. Since the canal 
would presumably be in Egyp- 
tian control, there may be 
some reluctance to put up such 
a big sum. In ballast the super- 
tankers could pass through, 
which would save half the cost 
of the long trip around the 
Cape. 
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As for Israel, the Rogers- 


Sisco mission heard a request 
for a grant of $200 million and a 
soft loan of $300 million. While 
this was not crudely a quid pro 
quo for acceptance of an in- 
terim settlement, it was in the 
context 
of 
the 
R o g e r s 


persuasion for reasonableness. 


With the dollar crisis flaring 


in the h e a d l i n e s and 
Washington seemingly unwill- 
ing or unable to take any con- 
certed action with Europe to 
cure 
it, 
together 
w i t h 


balance of payments, the due 
bills hark back to an earlier 


era. Peace in the Middle East 
could bring large rewards to all 
concerned, 
not 
least 
to 


Washington. But for the U.S.A. 
the cost of oil to power Western 
Europe as it transits from the 
Arab states is of only incidental 
interest. 


Two elements weigh heavily 


against any settlement in the 
foreseeable future. One is the 
trauma of the past as it afflicts 
the intense, hard-driving men 
who guide the destiny of this 
nation 
of 
3,000,000 
people 


wedged in between the great 
Arab mass. The trauma of 
three wars and more recently, 
as 
every 
conversation 
in- 


variably ends, the trauma of 
the violations in August last 
year of the cease-fire; 
the 


positioning by Egypt of ad- 
vanced defensive m i s s i l e s 
along the canal. You will not be 
taking the risks, as one Israeli 
official put it. We will be taking 
the risks. We will be risking the 
future of our children. 


The second element is a 


deeply 
divided 
government. 


The brainy, highly educated 
men in Prime Minister Golda 
Meir's cabinet hold a wide 
variety of views on how to 
resolve the conflict. Whether 
they can arrive at a consensus 
is far from clear. Rogers, and 
not far in the background, 
President Nixon, are the men 
in the middle. A cartoon sum- 
med it up — Rogers of Arabia 
in turban and burnoose on a

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away $17 million a year in income to local 
governments. This loss would have had to 
be made up by the state through its sales 
and-or income tax. Thus, the tax favor to 
industry, business and big farm operators 
would have been turned into an additional 
tax burden for all the people. 


We still believe the time will come for 


the gradual elimination of this tax but the 
near-elimination of the tax at one time is 
wrong and this particular timing is wrong. 
Government simply cannot afford this tax 
loss at this time, with a host of needs at 
every level of government going unmet. The 
loss would have been felt by the state, too, 
as it would have drained resources that might 
otherwise be diverted to useful purposes. 


The Farm Bureau was strongly in favor 


of the tax relief measure and loudly critical 
of the governor for his position. But we have 
long ago ceased to believe that the Farm 
Bureau represented the cause of Nebraska 
agriculture. 
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discretion. 


The Legislature aparently intends to rub- 


ber-stamp the skimpy capital construction 
budget for the next fiscal year agreed upon 
for the most part by Gov. Exon and the 
Appropriations Committee. The recommended 
budget of some $6.1 million in new construc- 
tion money from the state tax supported 
general fund was endorsed on its first floor 
test Monday on a 44-1 vote. 


The fear of breaking the present tax rate 


structure is evidently m o r e of a motivating 
factor to lawmakers than the pressing backlog 
of capital construction needs. The one priority 
construction item that might have — should 
have, really — ruptured the c o m m i t t e e 
recommendation was Sen. Harold Simpson's 
and Sen. Roland Luedtke's proposal to add 
$5 million for construction of an addition to 
Love Library on the University of Nebraska's 
Lincoln campus. 


Simpson's amendment, offered by Luedtke 


in the former's absence, was defeated Monday 


Backlog Piles Up 


on a 13-27 vote. Thus the Number One con- 
struction priority item at the university — 
the importance of and need for which was 
realized by the Legislature in 1969 — will 
be put off again until who knows when. 


The present budget bill provides only 


$180,000 in planning for the library in an- 
ticipation, but no guarantee, of a $3,320,000 
construction appropriation the following fiscal 
year. But the library addition that is required 
is estimated to cost approximately $7 million. 


The hold-the-lme operational budget bill 


recommended by the committee was enacted 
without change and it looks as if its capital 
construction companion will follow suit. The 
state might end up with the same sales and 
income tax rates or a slight increase and 
the taxpayer could give thanks to a governor 
and legislature that he feels have listened 
to his pleas. But the benefits accrued through 
this lack of foresight will be of short duration. 
The neglect of needs by legislators this year 
will haunt them in sessions to come.

Wilson Memoirs Show Political Self-Delusion; 
Undecided On Plan To Regain Former Office 


LONDON — Early in 1965 


Harold Wilson, then British 
prime minister, was worried 
that President Johnson might 
"give way to the hawks" and 
escalate the war in Vietnam. So 
Wilson says in his memoris. He 
therefore telephoned the Presi- 
dent and suggested he fly over 
to Washington for a cautionary 
talk. 


"To my surprise," Wilson 


writes, "he let fly in an out- 
burst of Texan temper." For 
some reason, the President 
seemed to resent the leader of 
a country with no troops in 
Vietnam advising him how to 
fight the war. 


Political memoirs may often 


raise 
questions 
about 
the 


character of their author, but 
Wilson's are in 
a 
special 


category. He must be the first 
active politician, still seeking 
the highest office, to lay out in 
print the qualities that make it 
impossible for others to trust 
him. 


His gift in politics is for self- 


delusion. He can call spirits 
from the vasty deep if only 
given a chance — settle the 
Vietnam 
conflict, 
c h a r m 


Charles de Gaulle, save the 
pound. "The whole 
world 


recognized," 
he 
says, 
his 


gox'ernment's "courage and 
determination" 
in 
defending 


the parity of sterling. Oh yes, 
and three wasted years later, 
with billions added to Britain's 
debts, it devalued. 
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When things go wrong, in 


Harold Wilson's world, it is 
always somebody else's fault. 


The foreign office wrecked 


all his good work for Anglo- 
French relations by leaking its 
version of General de Gaulle's 
suggestion 
to 
Ambassador 


Christopher Soames in 1968, for 
a new association outside the 
Common market. His televised 
assurance after devaluation that 
it would not affect "the pound in 
your pocket"—for which he was 
much mocked — was really not 
his idea at all; he took the 
phrase from a draft prepared 
by treasury civil servants. 


Week after week, as the 


memoirs appear serially in the 
Sunday Times of London, we 
see Wilson bearing up under 
adversity with chilly dignity. 
When the leaders of rebel 
Rhodesia behave coarsely at 
dinner, he speaks to them "in 
an icy voice." 


Sometimes the dignity is mis- 


sing. 
Evidently 
the prime 


minister has decided it is time 
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to use the language of the peo- 
ple. 


Thus, in conversations with 


Lyndon Johnson, the Spaniards 
are referred to as "a lot of 
bloody fascists." The Vietnam 
peace effort may have gone 
wrong, Wilson writes in arch 
paraphrase, because "the auth- 
orities in Washington were 
suffering from a degree of 
confusion about possible jux- 
taposition of certain parts of 
their anatomy, one of which 
was their elbow." 
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Reality 
is 
an 
infrequent 


visitor to these pages. Reading 
about his struggle against the 
Rhodesian rebellion, for ex- 
ample, one would never know 
that Wilson had given away his 
only card right at the begin- 
ning: the threat of force, which 
he foreswore. 


He tells us he was worried 


about the possibility of escala- 
tion in Vietnam. But when it 
occurred, he said nothing. Over 
the years of American bombing 
he only once mildly demurred 
at its destruction of civilian 
targets. He never used the only 
power he had in the situation — 
the power to i n f l u e n c e 
American opinion by ending 
British support of U.S. policy. 


The Wilson memoirs are seen 


in Britain as raising a question 
of propriety. He is still leader 
of the Labor party. If he should 
become prime minister again, 
it is asked, how could civil 
servants or foreign statesmen 
work easily with him when they 


knew that they might shortly 
be publicly described as fools 
or boors or fascists? 


But the larger question is one 


of principle. The memoirs will 
deepen the skepticism about 
Harold Wilson, the long-held 
doubts that he has any real 
beliefs. And it happens that the 
charge of opportunism so often 
laid against him may soon have 
a decisive test — on the issue of 
Britain 
and 
the 
Common 


Market. 
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Prime Minister Heath will 


probably need Labor party 
votes to ratify any agreement 
with the six, and the party is 
divided

leadership. 


Wilson in office underwent a 


dramatic conversion to the 
European cause. At Strasbourg 
in 
1967 he 
s p o k e 
of 


"geography and history and 
interest and sentiment alike" 
demanding that Britain play a 
part in forging the unity of 
Europe. 


Nowadays his rhetoric is dif- 


ferent. He has charged that it 
is Heath's "policy to seek 
humiliating terms for entry" — 
although he knows the terms 
are the ones he would have 
sought, and the only ones avail- 
able. The general belief is that 
he is tempted to turn against 
Europe, on the calculation that 
this will return him to office 
sooner, bat no one is sure what 
he will do.

The changing of the gu ard at City Hall, inclu d ing three 
new faces on the City Cou ncil, reflects mu ch more than the 
zoning comp lex ities that confront local gov ernment. In the light 
of cu rrent p u blic thinking, the p rop er word to u se is p lanning, 
not ju st zoning. 
The new co uncil members spo ke o f what appears to be 
a greater public appreciatio n to day o f the co ncepts o f go o d 
zo ning and they are right. Whether this appreciatio n is really 
greater to day than it was a few y ears ago , we do no t kno w 
but there is no do ubt that it is here no w. 
What the p eop le of Lincoln hav e come to know, as hav e 
p eop le in all p arts of the United States and the world , is 
that life sty les may hav e to change if we are to maintain 
a u niv erse that is liv able. In science and technology , we hav e 
p lu nged ahead with little concern for ou r env ironment and 
are now beginning to reap the ill wind s that accomp any su ch 
lack of concern. 
★ 
In Northeast Lincoln, p eop le now know, as they hav e 
su sp ected for a long time, that not ju st any ind u strial op eration 
is accep table. Not ev en the p romise of hu nd red s of new jobs 
can make u p for the p ollu tion of the atmosp here to su ch 
an ex tent that it makes liv ing u np leasant. 
Hou sewiv es are coming to u nd erstand that a lot of the new 
d etergents are going to cost them far more than they might 
sav e in terms of cleanliness and conv enience. The cost comes 
by way of p ollu ted water and ex p ensiv e p u blic works to hand le 
the resu lting wastes. 
Kitchen garbage dispo sals hav e been a wo nderful co nv enience 
in the ho me but they are leading to an infestatio n o f rats 
in so me cities and are undo ubtedly co mpo unding sewage dispo sal 
pro blems fo r all cities. They may ev en be giv ing ho me-o wners 
ex pensiv e plumbing bills they nev er had befo re. 
The cost of ex p and ed 
au tomobile ownership 
has been 
d ramatic in terms of p ollu tion, the confiscation of v alu able 
land and the d efacement of the cou ntry sid e. And the bu rd en 
o f growth itself, a highly cov eted d ev elop ment in recent y ears, 
has p rov en to be a staggering one. 
★ 
Cities and areas that once wou ld hav e sold their sou ls, 
almost, for a new ind u stry now are taking fresh stock of 
their env ironment and their total p otential. Not ju st the ind u stry 
p er se has p rod u ced these second ary thou ghts, bu t rather, 
all the conseq u ences of growth. 
Su ch growth has sp awned the u rban sp rawl which has 
p lagu ed cities of all sizes. It has left the local gov ernment 
straining to p rov id e the p u blic serv ices essential for that sp rawl 
while losing the essential tax base. 
The o ld tax base has ero ded to the po int o f empty buildings, 
v acant lo ts and ro w after ro w o f dilapidated ho using. And in 
the o nrush o f business and industry , the gap between the 
rich and the po o r has been accentuated, pro v iding so cial, 
eco no mic and po litical pro blems fo r which no answers hav e 
been fo und. 
. 
In concert with all this has come the d isillu sionment of 
many of the v ou nger generation, eager for life bu t d isenchanted 
with the v alu es established by their forebearers. The challenge 
is obv iou s, bu t not easy . 
★ 
The new City Cou ncil seems to recognize the challenge 
bu t it will find that this is bu t a bginning. To begin to 
carv e from the comp lex ities of ou r society a commu nity that 
offers a fu ll measu re of hu man d ignity will d emand ex traord in­ 
ary ability , d etermination and sacrifice. 
At the end o f the rainbo w to day is no t a po t o f go ld, 
but a unique blend o f the aesthetic and material co mpo nents 
that make up the wo rld in which we liv e. Eco no mic o ppo rtunity 
is a v iable part o f that wo rld which means that business 
and industrial ex pansio n will co ntinue to be essential. 
Su ch ex p ansion, howev er, shou ld not be p ermitted at the 
sacrifice of all other consid erations. It mu st be coord inated 
with the ap p rop riate p u blic serv ice resp onsibilities and with 
the legitimate concerns of resid ential family life. 
What we are talking abou t tod ay is an ap p roach to p lanning 
su ch as has not been at all common in the p ast. It is an 
ap p roach which rests heav ily u p on ou r hu manity and ou r cre­ 
ation of a cu ltu re of u niv ersal d ignity and u nd erstand ing.

Wilson Memoirs Show Political Self-Delusion; 


Undecided On Plan To Regain Former Office 


LONDON — Early in 1965 
Harold Wilson, then 
British 
p rime minister, was worried 
that Presid ent Johnson might 
“ giv e way to the hawks” and 
escalate the war in Vietnam. So 
Wilson say s in his memoris. He 
therefore telep honed the Presi­ 
d ent and su ggested he fly ov er 
to Washington for a cau tionary 
talk. 
"To my surprise,” Wilso n 
writes, “ he let fly in an o ut­ 
burst o f Tex an temper.” Fo r 
so me reaso n, 
the 
President 
seemed to resent the leader o f 
a co untry with no tro o ps in 
Vietnam adv ising him ho w to 
fight the war. 
Political memoirs may often 
raise 
q u estions 
abou t 
the 
character of their au thor, bu t 
Wilson’s 
are 
in 
a 
sp ecial 
category . He mu st be the first 
activ e p olitician, still seeking 
the highest office, to lay ou t in 
p rint the q u alities that make it 
imp ossible for others to tru st 
him. 
His gift in p olitics is for self- 
d elu sion 
He can call sp irits 
from the v asty d eep if only 
giv en a chance — settle the 
Vietnam 
conflict, 
c ha r m 
Charles d e Gau lle, sav e the 
po und. 
“ The 
who le 
wo rld 
recognized .” 
he 
say s, 
his 


gov ernment’s 
“ cou rage 
and 
d etermination” 
in 
d efend ing 
the p arity of sterling. Oh y es, 
and three wasted y ears later, 
with billions ad d ed to Britain’s 
d ebts, it d ev alu ed . 


When things go wrong, in 
Harold Wilson’s world , it is 
alway s somebod y else's fau lt. 
The foreign office wrecked 
all his good work for Anglo- 
French relations by leaking its 
v ersion of General d e Gau lle’s 
su ggestion 
to 
Ambassad or 
Christop her Soames in 1968, for 
a new association ou tsid e the 
Common market. His telev ised 
assu rance after d ev alu ation that 
it wou ld not affect “the p ou nd in 
y ou r p ocket”—tor which he was 
mu ch mocked — was really not 
his id ea at all; he took the 
p hrase from a d raft p rep ared 
by treasu ry civ il serv ants. 
Week after week, as the 
memo irs appear serially in the 
Sunday Times o f Lo ndo n, we 
see Wilso n bearing up under 
adv ersity with chilly dignity . 
When 
the 
leaders o f 
rebel 
Rho desia behav e co arsely at 
dinner, he speaks to them “ in 
an icy v o ice.” 
Sometimes the d ignity is mis­ 
sing. 
Ev id ently 
the 
p rime 
minister has d ecid ed it is time 
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to u se the langu age of the p eo­ 
p le. 
Thu s, in conv ersations with 
Ly nd u n Johnson, the Sp aniard s 
are referred to as “a lot of 
blood y fascists.” The Vietnam 
p eace effort may hav e gone 
wrong, Wilson writes in arch 
p arap hrase, becau se “the au th­ 
orities 
in 
Washington 
were 
su ffering from a d egree of 
confu sion abou t p ossible ju x ­ 
tap osition of certain p arts of 
their anatomy , one of which 
was their elbow." 


Reality 
is 
an 
infreq u ent 
v isitor to these p ages. Read ing 
abou t his stru ggle against the 
Rhod esian rebellion, for ex ­ 
amp le. one wou ld nev er know 
that Wilson had giv en away his 
only card right at the begin­ 
ning: the threat of force, which 
he foreswore. 
He » ells u s he was worried 
abou t the p ossibility of escala­ 
tion in Vietnam. Bu t when it 
occu rred , he said nothing. Ov er 
the y ears of American bombing 
he only once mild ly d emu rred 
at its d estru ction of civ ilian 
targets. He nev er u sed the only 
p ower he had in the situ ation — 
the p ower to 
i nf l u e nc e 
American op inion by end ing 
British su p p ort of U.S. p olicy . 
The Wilso n memo irs are seen 
in Britain as raising a questio n 
o f pro priety . He is still leader 
o f the Labo r party . If he sho uld 
beco me prime minister again, 
it is asked, ho w co uld civ il 
serv ants o r fo reign statesmen 
wo rk easily with him when they 


knew that they might sho rtly 
be publicly described as fo o ls 
o r bo o rs o r fascists? 
Bu t the larger q u estion is one 
of p rincip le. The memoirs will 
d eep en the skep ticism abou t 
Harold Wilson, the long-heid 
d ou bts that he has any real 
beliefs. And it hap p ens that the

U.S. Judge 'Robert Van Pelt, 


after listening to the oral 
arguments for more than an 
hour and a half, said he would 
decide Wednesday afternoon or 
Thursday morning whether to 
restrain the school board from 
holding a hearing 
on the 


dismissal. 


Information Lack 


Tuesday's presentations were 


addressed to that question with 
Robert Grimit, attorney for 
Robert L. Johnson, insisting that 
Johnson could not adequately 
defend himself at the Thursday 
afternoon hearing without in- 
formation he has not been 
supplied. 


Grimit told the court his client 


had not been given more than a 
vague list of reasons for the 
dismissal and had been denied 
access to documents "which 
apparently underlie the 
reasons." 


Johnson's attorney also con- 


tended that a school district 
"contract termination proced- 
ure" had been violated. 


'Bound To Comply* 


"Once a school board adopts a 


procedure (for dismissal), that 
board is bound to comply with 
its own regulations." Grimit told 
Van Pelt." 


Grimit said the timetable 


spelled out in the procedure was 
not followed. 


Responding to a question from 


Van Pelt about the timetable, 
board attorney Willis Hecht said 
the procedures ''were being 
followed," but he 
conceded 


school officials "were running a 
little late" due to a "number of 
factors." 


Hecht also told the court the 


procedures were adopted by the 
school board as a guideline, 
contending "they obviously were 
never intended" as specific 
dates for notification of pending 
action 


"Mr. Johnson was kept fully 


advised" that his performance 
was not adequate, Hecht said.

A restraining order against 


Thursday's

completely negate" the state 
statute which outlines the pro- 
cedure for such cases, he said. 


Confidential Memos 


Hecht also told the court the 


only documents which the board 
had not allowed Grimit to use 
were confidential memos con- 
taining names of students and 
parents who complained about 
Johnson's performance. 


Publication of those memos 


might have a negative reaction 
on parents and students who 
should be encouraged to .com- 
municate such problems to 
schools, Hecht said. 


He said he bad offered to 


allow Grimit to see them, but 
Grimit responded that offer was 
tied to "preconditions" he could 
not ethically accept. 


Grimit also said a hearing 


might be appropriate in the 
future if his client were supplied 
"sufficient detail, names and 
nature of the testimony against 
him" and provisions for a 
"meaningful opportunity" to 
speak in his defense. 


Contradictory Role

20 count. It needed 30 votes. 


Five Deserted 


Five senators who had voted 


to enact the bill two weeks ago 
deserted it on the motion to 
override. 


Sens. P. J. Morgan and Harold 


Moylan, both of Omaha, Orval 


of 
sf 


Wallwey rfEmersoa all voted to 
•qfeert the veto. 


They had helped form the 


majority vote of 32 senators 
which passed the bill on May 6. 
LB573 cleared final reading on a 
32-15 count. 


The only other change m votes 


involved absent senators. 


Voted To Override 


Sen. Loran Schmit of David 


City, absent for the final reading 
showdown, voted to override the 
veto.

The first machine vote on 


Burbach's motion showed a 2447 
vote. Senators then invoked a 
"call of the house" to send the- 
sergeant-at-arms out in search 
of members who had strayed 
from the chamber.

vised supporters of the bill 
"You can't accomplish the im- 
possible." 


But "we can try," Sen. Herb 


Duis of Gothenburg replied.

A bill increasing state aid to 


public schools by $50 million a

The proposal, LB264, would 


require roughly a 1% increase in 
the state sales tax rate ac- 
companied by about a 3% hike 
in the personal income tax rate. 


In short, the measure would

Loan Of Books 
To Non-Public 
Schools Passed 
The Legislature passed and 


sent to the governor Tuesday a 
bill which would allow public 
schools to buy textbooks for loan 
to private schools. 


The vote of the lawmakers 


was 404 to give final approval to 
the bill, LB659. 


Sen. Terry Carpenter of 


Scottsbluff, the sponsor, said the 
purpose of the measure is to find 
out how much aid the state may 
give private schools without 
violating the constitution. 


Under the terms of the bill, 


which is patterned after a 1966 
New York state law, a public 
school would be allowed to loan 
only nonreligious textbooks to 
private schools. 


In addition, a public school 


would be allowed to receive a 
maximum of $15 in state aid for 
each student to pay for the text- 
books.

the liv able abo de they n o w call ho me. 
The Wilso n s an d fo u r o f their eight 
children mo v ed in to their 53-y ear-o ld ‘n ew’ 
ho me, which is lo cated o n the co rn er o f 22n d 
an d N Streets, a y ear ago December. The 
chu rch bu ildin g, the p arso n age n ex t do o r an d 
the gro u n ds had been disban ded by the co n ­ 
gregatio n an d p u t u p fo r sale so me two y ears 
ago . 
“The chu rch was bu ilt in 19 1 8”, Mr. Wilso n 
ao tes, “ when two by fo u rs were really two 
by fo u r”. The chu rch remain ed in tact, with 
p ews p u lp it an d p ian o stan din g in so lemn , 
bu t du sty , lo n elin ess when the Wilso n s made 
their u n u su al p u rchase. 
In December o f 19 69 , thin gs began to 
chan ge aro u n d the small chu rch. The p ews 
were p u t in to sto rage, the raised altar area 
was lev eled, an d the p ian o was mo v ed to 
the basemen t. 
Mr. an d Mrs. Wilso n wo rk ed side by side 
with the co n tracto rs, carp en ters an d p lu mbers, 
watchin g their dream ho me materialize. Fro m 
December to May , the Wilso n s labo red at 
the task o f co mp letin g their p ro ject. The en d 
resu lt merits the man y mo n ths o f seemin gly 
en dless effo rt. 
The ex terio r o f the chu rch is n o t by an y 
mean s o sten tatio u s, altho u gh it is a bit fo rbid­ 
din g. A grav esto n e with the Wilso n n ame, 
rests stu rdily in the fro n t y ard. The headsto n e 
was that o f Mr. Wilso n ’s p atern al gran dfather, 
an d had been damaged at the cemetery . The 
in su ran ce co mp an y rep laced the sto n e, an d 
Mr. Wilso n was able to k eep the o rigin al. 
Altho u gh the chu rch serv es in a differen t 
cap acity n o w, disp lay ed in the en try way 
o f the ho me is the o rigin al p u lp it, ado rn ed 
with the o fficial Register o f Atten dan ce an d 
Offerin g sign . To the side o f the p u lp it stan ds 
a small table sp o rtin g two o ther remn an ts 
o f the chu rch day s—co llectio n bo wls. 
The main lev el co n sists o f o n e v ery large 
ro o m, div ided by fu rn itu re in to fiv e sep arate 
liv in g areas—a library , din in g ro o m, k itchen 
an d two sittin g areas. 
The v ery high ceilin gs an d o rigin al stain ed 
glass win do ws co n v ey a feelin g o f san ctu ary 
shelter an d p ro tectio n . Sin ce the stain ed glass 
win do ws p ro v ide the o n ly n atu ral light, the 
Wilso n s relate that o n the mo rn in gs o f the 
blizzards they were u n aware o f the weather 
co n ditio n s u n til they o p en ed their fro n t do o r. 
A win din g stairway leads to what was 
o n ce the balco n y o f the chu rch. This area 
has been co n v erted to serv e as a master 
bedro o m an d bath. Deco ratin g highlights in 
this area are the free stan din g, wo o d bu rn in g 
firep lace an d a su n k en tu b in the adjo in in g 
bath.

The seco n d bar, which may 
a lso be used fo r eatin g, ha s a thick wo o d 
blo ck to p. Acco rding to Mrs. Wilso n, who 
tea ches bo rne eco no mics a nd Eng lish to men­ 
ta lly disturbed children a nd a do lescents 
at 
tbs Linco ln Reg io na l Center, Mr. Wilso n is 
the g o urmet chef in the fa mily while Mrs. 
Wilso n sticks to the ba sics.

From Church To Home: An Unusual Conversion 


Hie gravestone marker in the front yard gives a hint that the

There are many marvelous things that 


people do in renovating older homes. But 
what we asked, does one do with an old 
church? 


With a touch of creativity and a spatter 


of pure ingenuity, Mr. and Mrs. Don Wilson 
took in hand the project of converting the 
former First Pilgrim Holiness Church into 
the livable abode they now call home. 


The Wilsons and four of their eight 


children moved into their 53-year-oldl 'new' 
home, which is located on the comer of 22nd 
and N Streets, a year ago December. The 
church building, the parsonage next door and1 
the grounds had been disbanded by the con- 
gregation and put up for sale some two years 
ago. 


"The church was built in 1918", Mr. Wilson 


notes, "when two by fours were really two 
by four". The church remained intact, with 
pews pulpit and piano standing in solemn, 
but dusty, loneliness when the Wilsons made 
their unusual purchase. 


In December of 1969, things began to 


change around the small church. The pews 
were put into storage, the raised altar area 
was leveled, and the piano was moved to 
the basement. 


Mr. and Mrs. Wilson worked side by side 


with the contractors, carpenters and plumbers, 
watching their dream home materialize. From 
December to May, the Wilsons labored at 
the task of completing their project. The end 
result merits the many months of seemingly 
endless effort. 


The exterior of the church is not by any 


means ostentatious, although it is a bit forbid- 
ding. A gravestone with the Wilson name, 
rests sturdily in the front yard. The headstone 
was that of Mr. Wilson's paternal grandfather, 
and had been damaged at the cemetery. The 
insurance company replaced the stone, and 
Mr. Wilson was able to keep the original. 


Although the church serves in a different 


capacity now, displayed in the entry way 
of the home is the original pulpit, adorned 
with tie official Register of Attendance and 
Offering sign. To the side of the pulpit stands 
a small table sporting two other remnants 
of the church days—collection bowls. 


The main level consists of one very large 


room, divided by furniture into five separate 
living areas—a library, dining room, kitchen 
and two sitting areas. 


The very high ceilings and original stained 


glass windows convey a feeling of sanctuary 
shelter and protection. Since the stained glass 
windows provide the only natural light, the 
Wilsons relate that on the mornings of the 
blizzards they were unaware of the weather 
conditions until they opened their front door. 


A winding stairway leads to what was 


once the balcony of the church. This area 
has been converted to serve as a master 
bedroom and bath. Decorating highlights in 
this area are the free standing, wood burning 
fireplace and a sunken tub in the adjoining 
bath. The slanted ceiling tends interesting 
character to this room which overlooks the 
entire lower level through folding doors. The 
fanner ben tower area off the bedroom now 
term at a closet.

Program 
Reviewed

A new regulation that permit* 


a farmer to harvest, bale an 
store a hay crop from 25 acre 
or up to 25% of his divert* 
acres was reviewed at the stat 
Agriculture Stabilization 
an 


Conservation Service Committee 
meeting in Lincoln. 


A farmer most make applka* 


Uofl and get the approval of hi* 
county ASCS office before cut- 
flag the hay. The hay must be 
baled and stored for use in a 
future year, not the year it wa 
harvested. 


The county committee wil 


decide what shall qualify ai 
adequate storage for bailed l 
in their area. 


Most counties will insist on a 


good leak proof roof as a 
minimum with local rainfall and 
snow conditions affecting the 
type of structure required. 


If the farmer should sell the 


hay or feed it he would lose al 
the wheat and feed grain pay 
ments on his farm.-The hay can 
only be fed or sold on permission 
from the county committee. 


The permission 
would be 


granted only in the event o 
disaster such as an area wide 
flood or drouth that would make 
it necessary to sell a part of a 
herd to prevent starvation. 


There will be no farm storage 


loans for storing hay because 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifforc 
Hardin has not authorized it, 
however he could do so in the 
future. 


There are provisions in the 


program 
that p e r m i t a 


substitution of new hay for the 
old hay each year but" the new 
hay must be grown on land 
other than diverted acres. 


There are provisions to cover 


losses 
by 
fire, 
theft 
or 


deterioration of the hay to the 
point that it would lose its feed 
value. 
A 
farmer 
leaving 


agriculture can also get the hay 
released for sale. 


In the event of an area 


disaster the county committee 
would set a maximum fair price 
for the hay which could not be 
sold except to another producer 
in the same disaster area. 


"The program will work only 


if the farmers thoroughly un- 
derstand the provisions of the 
program. It could help a cat- 
tleman in time of drouth by 
providing an aedequate supply 
of feed for breeding stock," said 
a spokesman for the state ASCS 
office.

Here’s a question for Neb raska sports fans: Would you 
trade last fall’s footb all championship for the Big Eight tennis 
title this weekend if it meant you would also win the all-sports 
championship? How ab out if we threw in b aseb all as a 
b onus? 


Witho ut try ing to put wo rds in y o ur mo uth, we think 
we kno w Nebra ska spo rts fa ns well eno ug h tha t the a nswer 
wo uld be “ No ” ev en if ba seba ll were thro wn in a s a bo nus 
with the tennis. 


But when this weekend’s activities are over in the final 
Big Eight races in track, golf, tennis and b aseb all, a team 
with only a tennis championship and possib le a b aseb all 
title will b e awarded the Big Eight’s all-sports championship 
trophy which will go in the Oklahoma trophy case at 
Norman. 
Meanwhile, Neb raskans will have to b e content with looking 
at a Big Eight footb all championship, an Orange Bowl trophy 
and a couple of national footb all championship awards. 


With fo ur lea g ue titles y et to be decided this weekend, 
Okla ho ma ha s y et to win a Big Eig ht cha mpio nship this 
scho o l y ea r, but the So o ners a re a cinch, if there ev er 
wa s o ne, to win the tennis title this weekend a t Stillwa ter, 
Okla ., a nd they ’v e g o t a sho t a t the ba seba ll cro wn. 


But even without a championship as yet, the Sooners 
lead the Big Eight all-sports standings at this juncture with 
37 points, one-half more than Kansas, using eight points 
for first place, seven for second, etc. 
With Oklahoma nearly assured of eight points in tennis 
and of a high finish in b aseb all, plus a chance to finish 
in the first division in track and golf, Kansas isn’t likely 
to overtake them. 


While the Ja y ha wks a re fa v o red in the o utdo o r tra ck 
cha mpio nships a t Stillwa ter Frida y a nd Sa turda y , they a lso 
ha v e sewed up la st pla ce in the ba seba ll ra ce. 


Thus, Oklahoma is going to win the all-sports scramb le 
with at b est a championship in tennis and b aseb all while 
KU has won the b asketb all title, the indoor track crown, 
the swimming championship and are likely to win in outdoor 
track. 
But the Sooners have finished second or tied for second 
far footb all, b asketb all, swimming and gymnastics and their 
only last place finish came in cross country. 
N U Leads Scramble For 3rd 
Neb raska currently is leading a close scramb le for third 
with 31 points, two more than Missouri, Colorado and Kansas 
State, three more than Oklahoma State and 
3^ more than 
Iowa State. 


But 
the Huskers a ren’t likely 
to ho ld o nto tha t third 
pla ce a nd co uld slip nea r the bo tto m unless the fo ur tea ms 
with co mpetitio n rema ining perfo rm up to full po tentia l this 
weekend. 


And that means a sweep for 
the b aseb all team over 
Iowa State, a happening that would get the Huskers up 
to possib ly a tie for fifth, 
3 first or second place finish 
in track, a second or third in golf, and a fifth place in 
tennis. 
While the Huskers won the footb all championship — and 
that’s the b ig one, folks — the rest of the Big Red outfits 
have b een no higher than fourth and only the b asketb all 
and wrestling outfits got that high. 


But 
fo r wha t it’s 
wo rth, the Huskers ha v e y et to ha v e 
a cella r dweller. Io wa Sta te lea ds 
in tha t depa rtment with 
a la st in fo o tba ll a nd indo o r tra ck a nd a tie fo r la st in 
ba sketba ll. 


Other Last place finishers have b een Colorado in swimming, 
a sport in which Kansas State does not compete, and in 
gymnastics, in which neither Missouri nor Oklahoma State 
field teams, Kansas State in wrestling with KU not competing, 
Oklahoma State tying with Iowa State in b asketb all and 
Oklahoma in cross country. 
Champions thus far have b een Neb raska in footb all KU 
in b asketb all, indoor track and swimming, Missouri in cross 
country, Oklahoma State in wrestling and Iowa State in evm- 
nastics.

would be "No" even if baseball were thrown in as a bonus 
with the tennis. 


But when this weekend's activities are over in the final 


Big Eight races in track, golf, tennis and baseball, a team 
*with only a tennis championship and possible a baseball 
title will be awarded the Big Eight's all-sports championship 
trophy which will- go in the Oklahoma trophy case at 
Norman. 


Meanwhile, Nebraskans will have to be content with looking 


at a Big Eight football championship, an Orange Bowl trophy 
and a couple of national football championship awards. 


With four league .titles yet to be decided this weekend, 


Oklahoma has yet to win a Big Eight championship this 
school year, but the Sooners are a cinch, if there ever 
was one, to win the tennis title this weekend at Stlllwater, 
Okia., and they've got a shot at the baseball crown. 


But even without a championship as yet, the Sooners

The fate of next fall’s pheasant 
crop will be hanging in the 
balance during the next few 
weeks, as most hen ringnecks 
across the state begin hatching 
eggs laid during the past week 
or two. 
Acco rding to 
Game 
Co m­ 
missio n bio lo g ists, 
the 
nex t 
three o r fo ur weeks will be 
critical in pheasant pro ductio n, 
as the hen needs at least ano ther 
21 day s in 
an 
undisturbed 
nesting site to incubate her 
eg g s. But, o f the nests no w in 
ex istence, o nly a few will pro ­ 
duce birds that will surv iv e until 
fall. 
Peak hatching comes during 
the first two weeks of June, but 
between the time the eggs are 
laid and hatching time, all but 
about 15 percent will be lost. 
Most of the nests will fail 
because they are destroyed by 
predators or a g r i c u l t u r a l 
operations, or because the hen 
abandons the nest. Most aband­ 
onment is caused by disturbance 
from 
men, 
machinery, 
or 
livestock, or because the area is 
overcrowded by several nesting 
hens. 
This 
low 
nesting 
success 
points out the dependence of the 
pheasant on man’s use of the 
land. 
Many more 
ringnecks 
would be around if farmers and 
ranchers delayed mowing or 
plowing grassy or weedy areas 
as much as possible, preferably 
until after July 1. 
Any 
land 
no t 
abso lutely 
necessary fo r ag ricultural pro ­ 
ductio n sho uld be left with its 
natural co v er o f v eg etatio n. Fo r 
ex ample, co untry ro ad ditches 
pro duce abo ut 25 percent o f 
Nebraska’s pheasant chicks, but 
many are burned o r mo wed fo r 
no apparent reaso n, usually be­ 
fo re the pheasant hatch o ccurs. 
Pheasants hatch only 
one 
clutch of eggs per year, but if a 
hen loses her first nest before 
incubation she will try again and 
again to raise a brood. She will 
give up only when she succeeds 
or when biological changes end 
her egg production for the year. 
Because 
of 
this 
repeated 
renesting, pheasants have been 
hatched as late as mid-Sep­ 
tember. 
The chicks still have many 
hazards to face before reaching 
maturity in the fall. Each year, 
about 35 percent are lost to 
predators, road traffic, and the 
elements the first 10 weeks after 
hatching.

Pheasant 
Crop Fate 
Crucial 


The fate of next fall's pheasant 


crop will be hanging in the 
balance during the next few 
weeks, as most hen ringnecks 
across the state begin hatching 
eggs laid during the past week 
or two. 


According to Game Com- 


mission biologists, the 
next 


three or four weeks will be 


* critical in pheasant production, 
' as the hen needs at least another 
,21 days in an undisturbed 
nesting site to incubate her 
eggs. But, of the nests now in 
existence, only a few will pro- 
duce birds that will survive until 
fall. 


Peak hatching comes during 


the first two weeks of June, but 
between the time the eggs are 
laid and hatching time, all but 
about 15 percent will be lost. 
Most of the nests will fail 
because they are destroyed by 


" predators or a g r i c u l t u r a l 
-operations, or because the hen 
abandons the nest. Most aband- 
onment is caused by disturbance 
from 
men, 
machinery, 
or 


livestock, or because the area is 
overcrowded by several nesting 
hens. 


This 
low nesting 
success 


points out the dependence of the 
pheasant on man's use of the 
land. Many more ringnecks 
would be around if farmers and 
ranchers delayed mowing or 
plowing grassy or weedy areas 
as much as possible, preferably 
until after July 1. 


Any 
land 
not 
absolutely 


necessary for agricultural pro- 
duction should be left with its 
natural cover of vegetation. For 
example, country road ditches 
produce about 25 percent of 
Nebraska's pheasant chicks, but 
many are burned or mowed for 
no apparent reason, usually be- 
fore the pheasant hatch occurs. 


Pheasants hatch only one 


clutch of eggs per year, but if a 
hen loses her first nest before 
incubation she will try again and 
again to raise a brood. She will 
give up only when she succeeds 
or when biological changes end 
her egg production for the year. 
Because 
of 
this 
repeated 


renesting. pheasants have been 
hatched as late as mid-Sep- 
tember. 


The chicks still have many 


hazards to face before reaching 
maturity in the fall. Each year, 
about 35 percent are lost to 
predators, road traffic, and the 
elements the first 10 weeks after 
hatching.

This was 
partly by implication, since his 
comment centered especially on 
the work of one contributor, 
Alan Abelson, who, he wrote, 
"engaged himself in a favorite 
pastime — reading the footnotes 
of annual reports and prospec- 
tuses. He found a few things in 
the National Student Marketing 
report that the experts (security 
analysts hi brokerage offices) 
had apparently overlooked".

"It's obvious you're going to 
lose Influence with the Latin 
military if you don't furnish 
them equipment or let them buy 
it to replace the obsolete stuff 
they have on hand." There is no 
point in having U.S. military 
training 
missions 
in the 


hemisphere, he added, if there is 
less and less American equip- 
ment to train with. 


"The Latins want to send their 


people to our schools to be 
trained," he said, "and we're 
constantly being asked various 
kinds of weapons, but the con- 
gressional ceiling has tied our 
hands." 


Nixon's decision to waive the 


ceiling, according to officials, is 
in line with the Nixon Doctrine, 
which envisages less diret in- 
volvement in the defense of 
foreign countries and more self- 
defense, partly through the 
purchases of American equip- 
ment financed by the U.S. 
Treasury. 


Nixon made the decision April 


9 on the recommendation of 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers that it was "important to 
the security of the United 
States." 


Red Tape Cited 


It was not until May 5 that, as 


required by law, the action was 
reported to the speaker of the 
House, Rep. Carl Albert, and to 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. An official closely 
connected with the 
decision 


ascribed the delay to red tape in 
the State Department, Pentagon 
and the White House. 


Rep. Dante B. Fascell, D- 


Fla., chairman of the House 
foreign affairs subcommittee on 
inter-American 
affairs, 
has 


written to Rogers to ask why the 
waiver came in the last two 
months of the fiscal year, "thus 
avoiding congressional review." 
The current fiscal year ends 
June 30. 


Details of U.S. contracts for- 


arms sales to Latin America are 
being closely 'held by the ad- 
ministration. Officials insist that 
no approvals have been made, 
but they concede that the waiver 
reflects mounting pressure for 
purchases. 


The government is said to be 


contemplating a $30 million, 
three-year program 
to sell 


tanks, howitzers and armored 
personnel carriers to Brazil; a 
loan or credit sale of two 
destroyers to Argentina, and the 
sale of .ground and air equip- 
ment, including transport and 
training planes, to Colombia, 
Venezuela, 
U r u g u a y and 


Guatemala.
